could he reduced in the remaining seven months, and that the close of the 
year next June 30, would 'show a balance account.

YTO groups of scientists are merrily arguing whether 
the world a few generations hence will be overcrowded. 
One side, led by Dr. Raymond Bearl of Johns Hopkins 


university holds that 200 millions, for instance, is the "satura- 
tion point ' for the United .States—after that the standard of 
'living Trill.steadily go down. 


But Roy L. Garis, economist, finds a.flaw in this pessi- 


mistic view. He says the, problem is not so much one of popu- 
lation as of wealth, that so long as sufficient is produced for all 
Earth's inhabitants, and it is distributed equally, the over-popu- 
lation bugaboo need not be feared. He says mankind "has 
/evolved to that point in civiliEation where it is motivated by 
other than the unconscious, instinctive impulses of the brute," 
and thereby some control of the rate of increase in population 
may be hoped for. 


The important thing about this discussion is that men of 


brains already arc turning their intellects upon a problem which 
200 or 300 years from now may be the all-absorbing problem of 
humanity. They are laying the groundwork for its solution.
